SYNOPSIS 


Detectives Fernando Sarti (driver), Jack Jordan (front passenger) and Grant Roth (rear 
passenger) were driving southbound Dearborn Avenue in an unmarked unit in the 
Florencia 13 gang injunction zone areas, which includes South Gate, Huntington Park, and 
several unincorporated County areas. 


They saw Suspect Torres, traveling on a bicycle in the same direction on a residential 
street, driving erratically near parked vehicles. As they drove closer, Suspect Torres 
dropped a paper object onto the ground and made jerking motions around his waistband 
with his right hand. Detective Sarti activated the red detention light and sounded the air 
horn, which Suspect Torres ignored. Detective Jordan shouted verbal commands out of 
the front passenger window at Suspect Torres to stop, which he also ignored. 


Detectives Sarti and Jordan perceived Suspect Torres was arming himself with a handgun. 
Detective Sarti accelerated the vehicle so the front bumper contacted the rear tire of 
Suspect Torres’ bicycle, causing Suspect Torres to tumble over the handlebars and onto 
the ground. All three deputies exited the radio car and held Suspect Torres at gunpoint 
and handcuffed him without further incident. 
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The discarded object was recovered, which contained five balloons of tar heroin. No 
weapon was recovered. Suspect Torres was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center 
where he was treated for a fracture to his left tibia bone and a swollen left elbow, which 
prompted an IAB notification.

INVOLVED AND WITNESS DEPUTY STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


Detective Fernando Sarti 


Detective Sarti told IAB investigators he was driving in an unmarked vehicle with Detectives 
Jordan and Roth in the area where Florencia gang members have a court injunction. 
Suspect Torres was on a bicycle [EXHIBIT B] in front of them, traveling in the same 
direction at a slow pace as he was looking into parked vehicles and riding in a swerving 
pattern. Detective Sarti stated he attempted to detain Suspect Torres for a burglary 
investigation and also for possibly being under the influence. When he activated the solid 
red light and honked the horn, Suspect Torres looked over his right shoulder at him, turned 
back and began peddling faster away from them. Detective Sarti stated he continued to 
follow Suspect Torres and yelled out the window te stop his bike. Suspect Torres refused 
to comply and continued to look back at him and simultaneously tugged on his waistband 
area in an up and down jerking motion. 


Detective Sarti stated he heard Detective Jordan say, “I think he has a gun!” He continued 
to stay behind Suspect Torres and screamed at him, “Stop the bike! Stop the bike!” 
Suspect Torres continued to tug on his pants, at which time a card fell from his person and 
onto the ground. Suspect Torres rode away from them and continued to tug on his 
waistband area of his pants. It’s at this time Detective Sarti believed Suspect Torres is 
arming himself to assault them. Detective Sarti stated he took inte account Suspect 
Torres’ superior maneuverability on a bicycle and feared that Detective Roth’s safety could 
be jeopardized being seated in the rear, behind the cage, with the inside door handles 
intentionally rendered inoperable. 


Detective Sarti stated at this time, his focus was to get Suspect Torres off the bike. He 
bumped the bicycle’s back tire with the front bumper of the vehicle [EXHIBIT C], causing 
Suspect Torres to fall. They detained Suspect Torres at gunpoint and handcuffed him 
without further incident. Detective Sarti stated he retrieved the card which contained five 
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individually wrapped balloons containing suspected tar heroin. Syringes were also 
recovered from Suspect Torres’ pocket. No weapon was found at the scene. Detective 
Sarti submitted an arrest report regarding this incident. Refer to [EXHIBIT D] for more 
detailed information. 


Detective Jack S. Jordan III, 2 


Detective Jordan told IAB investigators he and Detective Sarti were showing Detective 
Roth, who was newly assigned to Century OSS, the area and the boundaries of the 
Florencia 13 gang injunction. Detective Sarti was driving, he was the front passenger and 
Detective Roth was seated in the rear of the vehicle. 


They saw Suspect Torres weaving between the lanes on a bicycle [EXHIBIT B] as if he 
was going to strike the parked vehicles. They drove closer and attempted to stop Suspect 
Torres for a possible driving under the influence investigation. From a distance of about 
eight to ten feet, Detective Sarti sounded the air horn and illuminated the forward facing 
red light. Suspect Torres turned around, looked in their direction and ignored their 
commands to stop. Detective Jordan stated he believed when Suspect Torres was arming 
himself when he reached into his waistband with his right hand. Suspect Torres 
accelerated on his bicycle while pulling upward on his waistband, with his right elbow 
moving outwards and upward. 


Detective Jordan stated he alerted Detectives Sarti and Roth that Suspect Torres may be 
preparing to shoot them. From a speed of approximately 10 MPH, Detective Sarti tapped 
the rear tire of the bicycle with his vehicle [EXHIBIT C]. Suspect Torres’ left hand 
extended forward causing the bike to turn to the right, as he fell over the handlebars 
landing on his shoulder and side. Suspect Torres complied with their verbal commands 
to place his arms behind his back and lay on his stomach. Detective Roth handcuffed 
Suspect Torres without incident. 


Detective Grant Roth, #] 


Detective Roth told IAB investigators Detectives Jordan and Sarti were showing him the 
safety zones for the Florencia 13 gang. They were southbound Dearborn Avenue in 
Detective Sarti’s unmarked Crown Victoria as he was in the back seat behind the cage. 
They saw Suspect Torres swerving back and forth on a bicycle [EXHIBIT B}. It appeared 
to him that he was looking in vehicles as he passed them by and also that he was 
intoxicated. 
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They were within ten feet behind Suspect Torres when Detective Sarti turned on the 
takedown lights and sounded the air horn to get his attention. Suspect Torres looked back, 
quickly turned around took his right hand and pulled on his waistband repeatedly. 
Detective Roth stated he thought was Suspect Torres was reaching for a gun. Detective 
Jordan said, “Hey, he’s getting a gun! He’s getting a gun!” 


Suspect Torres continued to reach so violently at his waistband that he almost crashed. 
Suspect Torres discarded a piece of paper and tugged at his waistband again repeatedly. 
Deputy Sarti struck Suspect Torres’ back tire with the vehicle [EXHIBIT C] atapproximately 
5 MPH. Hedid not see Suspect Torres fall down because he was exiting the vehicle at the 
same time. Detectives Jordan and Sarti held Suspect Torres at gunpoint while he 
handcuffed and searched him without incident. 


Detective Sarti recovered the object Suspect Torres discarded, which he admitted to being 
tar heroin. Ten empty syringes were recovered from his pants pocket. 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 


Peter Torres 


Suspect Torres told IAB investigators he was riding his bike in a straight path and noticed 
a car approaching him from behind. He was going fast on the bike so he didn’t see who 
was in the car. He looked back the second time and heard somebody shout, “Stop!” He 
turned around a third time and saw the front passenger in the vehicle had a gun pointed 
out of the window at him, which was when he realized they were Deputy Sheriffs. Suspect 
Torres stated he did not hear a siren. Just as he was going to stop, they said “Stop!” 
again, at which time the front bumper of the vehicle [EXHIBIT C] struck the back tire of his 
bike [EXHIBIT B], causing him to tumble over the handlebar and land on the ground on 
his left side. 


Suspect Torres stated prior to the vehicle impacting his bike, he dropped five balloons of 


tar heroin from his right hand and began pulling on his right pant leg [EXHIBIT E], which 
was caught in the sprocket. He also stated the deputies didn't apply any other force. 
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
